In Last Quarter Of Final

After leading at the end of 
three quarters, the Santa Ana 
College grid team finally suc- 
cumbed to the power of Fuller- 
ton in the final period of East- 
ern Conference play in Satur- 
day night’s homecoming game in 
the municipal bowl. 


Going into the fourth quarter 
SAC held a 18-7 lead, but the 
Hornets scored three times to 
ruin Don hopes. 


Late in the first period Dale 
Maeding intercepted a Dick 
Hough pass and returned it 25 
yards to the 10, setting up 
SAC’s first score of the game. 


Jerome Lawson bulled his way 


into the end zone from one yard 
out on fourth down and Rick 
Tundag split the uprights with 
his conversion attempt to put 
the Dons ahead 7-0, with 3:42 
left to play in the quarter. 


But Fullerton bounced right 
back to tie the score when Hough 
tossed 14 yards to JC All-Ameri- 
can Rich Leon and Rich Carrillo 
kicked the PAT. 


The score remained knotted at 
seven all through the halftime 
homecoming ceremonies and 
most of the third stanza. 


Tony Gardea finally cracked 
in for Santa Ana on fourth down 
and one. The Dons’ 56 yard 
drive had been sparked by Law- 
son’s 30-yard run and two pass 


completions from Pat Ferguson 
to Tony Romero. 

Fullerton took the lead for 
keeps by marching 74 yards in 
11 plays. Mike Acker squeezed in 
from the five yard line on the 
second play of the final quarter. 
Carillo gave the Hornets their 
14-13 victory margin by kicking 
the extra point. 

FJC’s fullback Craig Hastin 
added two scores before the 
game ended, one with only 58 
seconds to go. Hastin went over 
from the one and three yard 
lines. Carillo kicked both PAT’s 
to make the final score 28-13. 

The victory meant the EC title 
and a bid to the Junior Rose 
Bowl for Fullerton. 

Santa Ana duplicated its sec- 
ond place finish of last year.
